A judicial determination or mistake based merely on errors of judgment, l or an error in the decision of a particular case,” without 
corrupt or improper motives, will not ordinarily supply a ground for removal. Mere erroneous exercise of discretionary power, 


or mere errors of law,“ may not be sufficient to support disciplinary proceedings. 


Mere error of law by a judge is a matter for appeal and does not raise a question of improper judicial conduct subject to judicial 


discipline.” 


However, legal error and judicial misconduct are not mutually exclusive, and judge is not immune from discipline merely 


because the judge's conduct also constitutes legal error.° Thus, a judge may be properly sanctioned for a legal error when the 
judge acted in bad faith, engaged in a pattern of misconduct, or when the judge's legal ruling or action was made contrary to 


clear and settled law about which there is no confusion or question as to its interpretation.’ 
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
